Dear Mr. Evers: 

This is the response of the Civil Division, Department of Justice to your Freedom of 
Information Act request for records pertaining to Rex Lee. This Office received your request on 
February 22, 2019. 

In an email dated March 27, 2019, you informed our office that you are primarily 
interested in communications involving non .gov email extensions, records pertaining to 
Guantanamo Bay, and to the extent they can be readily identified, all calendar entries. 

The Civil Division located 17 pages responsive to your request, which are being released 
to you in part. The Civil Division withheld certain information because it is protected from 
disclosure under the FOIA pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6). This provision concerns material 
the release of which would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of 
third parties. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. 552(c). This 
response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of the FOIA. This is a 
standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be taken as an indication 
that excluded records do, or do not, exist.
